icular undecided. 

te ny proper Bu'inefs to make out the Faét, 
as I have alledg’d it in feveral paft Papers; vit. 
That from the time that they abandon d their 
Faith, Revolted from, and Betray’d the Chri- 
ftian Army, under the Duke of Lorrain, on the 
River Raib ; the Confequences of which, were 
that dreadful Peuption of rhe Tartars into the 
German part of Lower Hungry, into Anftria, 
Stivia, and Morevia; the Deftruétion ofa Plen- 
tiful, Flourishing, and fome of it Proteftant 
Country, for above too Miles Squate ; the Mur- 
ther oc Captivity, of above 4o0r 0 Innocent 
Chriftians, the Retreator Flight of che: Imps 
yial Army, and after that the Sicge Of Penna: 
Krom this time the Divine Proteétion viiibly 
forfook them, aud Heaven feem’d pies 
have left them to the Vengeance and 1 unifh- 
ment of their own ways, fill’d them with their 


own doings, and they fell before the Germans 
as Grafs beneath the hands of the Mower. 

The firft inftance of this we have in Sir Roger 
Manley’s Hiftory aforemention’d, under the 
Head of the Seige of Vienna. 

The Huxgarizns, who, as has been already 
Noted, Concerted Meafures with the Grand 
Vifier at Buda, had contriv’d effeétually to Se- 
cure the Ruin of Vienna, by placing themfelves 
on the Borders of Auftria, fo Securing the Pafles 
of the Mountains on that fide, ¢ edtually to 
prevent the King of Poland, who was then on 
his March to Relieve the City $ had they Suc- 
ceeded in their Defign, the Poles could not have 
come at all, or elfe muft have March’d fo far 
about, that it had been impoffible for Vienna, 
which, as it was, found it felf reduc’d to the 
laft extremity, tohave held out till their Arrival. 

Teckely’s Defign was upon the City of Prej- 
burgh, in Lower Hungary, where he was to lay a 
Buidge over the Danube, fo to form a Commu- 
nication between his Army and the Turks, be- 
fore Vienna; he had with him 20000 Huagari- 
ans, Proteftants me call’d them, 80c0 Turks under 
the Bafla of Great Warradin, and upon Advice 
of the approach of the Poles, was to be join’d 
by*2ccoo Janizaries, and §coo Turkifh Horfe, 
and fo to advance to meet the Pofeson the Fron- 
tiers of Silefiz, and keep them in play, till the 
City of Vienna fhould fall into the hands of the 


Turks. 
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Tis own’d this was a Fatal Policy, at leaft it 
would have been fo, had it fucceeded ; and the 
Hungarians manifefted the Truth of what I have 
often alledg'd in their behalf; viz. That if the 
Turks are not Mafters of the whole German 
Enypires nay, and of all the ceft of Europe, "sis 
mene of their fault. 

* Lis an il] Cafe when Men pufh their Crimes 
to fo violent an extream, that they, as it were,. 
force the Providence of God to turn upon ’em, 
or to abandon all the reft uf its peculiar Care ; 
the Hungarians feem’d to At, as if they would 
have brought God Almighty tu a neceffity of 
letting loofe his Vengeance at them, or forfa-. 
king all the Chriftian Churches of Europe, Deli- 
vering them over to the Deflation of the Bur~ 
barians, and Tranfplanting the Golpel of his 
Son, into fome other part of the Warld. 

What they could expeét, or what they pre-- 

os’d to themfelves in fuch Prepofterous Precipi- 
tant Madnels, I won’t pretend to determine; the 
Faét only lies before me as the proper butinefs 
of this Paper. 

In Order to bring this Hellifh Defign to Per-- 
felion, Count Teckely advane’d to Presburgh, 
while the Grand Viffer pulh’d the Siege of Vi- 
enna with all pofible vigor: Being come to 
Presburgh, the Citizens were eafily prevail’d 
with, to open their Gates to their Trea- 
cherous Brethren; but a German Garrifoa ba- 
. ving, Poffeffion of the Caftle, refufed to Surren~ 
der, and refolv’d to Defend it. 

The Town heiog Taken, the Brglge over 
the Dgnxbe was begun with al} pofhble expedi- 
tions Teckely advane’d to bs, the Cafile, 
beat Major Okeléy with a Party of 200 Foot, and 
300 Horfe for Convoy, delign’d to relieve che 
Garrifon, aod Campt with his whale Body wich- 
in a League of the Cafile.: 

This Paper has not room to make long Jour- 
nals; it fhall fuffice to lay, the Duke of Lorrain 
torefeeing the Defign, and. that the Ahfoluce 
Ruin ofall the Emperor’s Affairs depended upan 
this Point, refolv’d, whatever it coft, to blow 
up this Mine; accordingly with all his Army, 
which confifted of 8000 Horfe,.and zooo Dra- 
goons, Foot he had none, having parted with 
all his Infantry, co Defend the City of Vienna; 
with this unequal Force, but with this unequal 
fuperiour Conduét, he advanced to Preshurgh. 

He put 300 Men into the Caftle, fumman’d 
the City, and frighted them into a Surrender, 
in fight of Teckely agd.30000 Men; and refol< 
ving to pufh his good Fortune, he immediately 
mov'd on, beat the advanc’d Parties of the Male- 


yards and Hills beyond the Town, till a 


ing on the heights, to the fide of the Danube, : 


he faw their whole Army in two great Bodies, 
advancing in full Battalia to meet him; Notat 
all. daunted with this fight, or the fuperiority 
of their Force, he readily March’d down into 


the I lains.and gives them Battle ;,where, alter’ 


a faint Reftftance, he routed them, beat them 
out of the Field, took from them aii their Bag- 
gage,a Thoufznd Waggons of Provifions, and. 
Burnt and Deftroy’d all theic Materials for the 
Bridge of Communication, mention’d above, - 

“Tis oblerv’d, That after this Fight, Teckely 
cand his Hungarians rallied their Forces not far 
off; fer the Duke of Lerrain having obtain’d 
his end, did not think fit to purfue them in 
fuch a dangerous Condition of Affairs ; but 
they not thinking themteives fafe, retired in 
the Nighr, and left che Bafla of Warradin, with 
his Turks, (o fhift for themfelves; 

I fantie they, who are fo fond of the Aungari- 
ans, dunot know the Charatter they have ge- 
nerally obtain’d in the Werld, Fierce, Cruel, 
Uncanjtant and Faithiefs: ’Tis true, Charaéters 
of Nations can wever include ail the Inhabitants 5 
but asa National Character ina be General, 
there are a Multitude cfparticular Perfons who 
are exceptions to this Rule; and no doubr but 
there are abundance of very Huneft, Good Men 
among them, good Chriftians and good Gen- 
dlemen,, Men of Religion, and Mer of Honour. 

But when we {peak of the Nation in general, 

I know no Peopte in the World, who have fo 
aften Revoked from This tide to That, and 
continually abanden’d even their Prelpers,. wheo. 
they have found theinfelves prefs’d, as the Aun- 
Esriais. 
__ How many times have we feen the 7ranfilws- 
néiansy who I conclude in the fame Nation and 
Charaéter, change their Maftets, their Faith, 
and their Engagement? now to the Emperor, 
anunto the Jurts; to day to this Prince, to Mor- 
row-to that; old Ragotsti was hye or ix times 
in and out of their Government ; the Turk has 
put to their Princes to day, to Morrow the Eme 
peror ;-juft as the fickle Humour of the People 
thought fit to apply this way, or that way, for 
Proteétion. 

It would Employ this Paper. many Months, to 
relate the Numerous Particulars of the falfhood 
and incopftancy ofthe Aungarians and Tranfil- 
vanians, both Princes.and People, of whom Si- 
gifmund, Prince of Trarflvania, isa remarkable 

Inftance; who having in a Multitude of Heroick 

Attions, Deliver’d his Country bv the Naugh-

rach 
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“with 150000 Thrke, and at lif femhain’d 
 queror; fickle and wiftable. in bic Profperity, Re

*d his Country to thé Emperof,and Contra- 
aang with him for Lands in Germany, and an An- 
gual Penfion, retir’d to,live a Private Life; but 


_atter fome Months, facing about again, quits his 


Retreat, privately gets into Tranfilvania, and 
reaflumes the Government agains. in a Years 
time more, he makes a fecond Voluntary Con- 
ceffion of al} hisTerritories and Dominions to the 
Emperor, always at his own Motion; without 
any Violence or Detire of the Emperor’s ;:dnd 
while he had made this cond Agréement, and 


‘the Ampaffadors were gene to Vienna to Ex- 


change the Articles, he began another Treaty 
with the Cardinal Bathor of Poland, anid Sur- 
rendred all his Dominions to him, and he fub- 
mitted: them to the 7urks,. 

This is indeed remote to our Porpofe, and 


; only nam’d as an Inftance of the Temper of 
~~ thele People, which was as plainly made out 


in this Aétiom ot the Duke of Lorrain at Pre/- 
bourgh; for as foom as evetiliey were beaten 
and {catter’d by the Germans, they forfeok 
their New Friends, the Turks, and left them to 
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the Mercy ef the Germans s. whit the Biffy o 

Warredia refented fo hishly, chat he Woild havi 

fallen upoh them as Enettiies, had not the Grane 

Vifier over-rul’d him; and“ when after, by the 
Péerfwalion or Comniand of the Grand Vifier 

the'Balfa of Warrddin, agreed to joyn with the 
Hungarians; the Janizaries mutined, ahd refulec 
toMarch,till they were threatned with beihg for. 
ced to it by aDetachment from their main Army. 
_ This usconftanc Humour ofthe Huygarians 

is a full Demonftration of the neceflity:the Eth- 
peror had to otaintain his Roffeifion of the Etoh- 
tiers of their Kingdom, by the German Troops 5 
for what Affarance or Dependance could his Im- 
perial Majefty have upon the Ridelity of a Na- 
tion,. who had in fo many occafions,. difcovered 
the unfettled Refolution of theit whole Body, 
and their eafinef$ to be drawn in, to deliver 
themfelves up to the Enemies of Chriftendom, 
the Turks? 

This Defeat of the Auigarians was the be- 
ginning of their Sorrows; andthe firft Token 
that they were abandon’d of Heavens We fhalf 
foon {ee them.entirely {catter’d and {upprefe'd.
